Homesteading S State 
Lands Bill Killed 
In State Senate 


TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
senate Monday sustained Gov. 
Fuller Warren's veto of a 1949 
legislative act to permit home- 
Steading of state lands in Palm | 
Beach, Escambia and Polk coun- 
ties by veterans. 

The vote was 27 to 9. Last week’ 
the house unanimously overrode 
the governor's veto. The senate's 
action Monday has the effect ot 
Killing the bill. 

Sen. Russell Morrow of west 
Palm Beach said the bill pertained 
almost entirely to Palm Beachi 
County. He said the act had th»: 


‘` purpose of making available to 


¿veterans lands which in the past, 
only "corporations and privileged 
groups" could get their Hands on. 

He said among the lànds were 
those which. some groups had 
from the state for as little as 
$3 per acre and then released fo? 
$15 an acre. 

+ Morrow, said it is “not right for 
these lands to be tied up.” 

Opponents of the 1949 bill sari 
it Was too loosely drawn. Sen. 
Newman Brackin of Crestview 
also argued "the state of Florida 
should enjoy the proceeds from 
these public lands.” 

Brackin added that homestead- 
ing of the lands would cost the 
state a lot of money. 

The senate move in approving 
the veto came after Fred Elliott, 
secretary of the internal improve- 
ment board, appealed to the senate 
in a statement to uphold Warren's 
veto action.
